Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1938, 
which  includes  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
follows  in  its  arrangement  Circular  1728  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

The  estimated  increase  in  population  of  the  district  is 
260;  the  birth-rate  is  low  (12-7  per  1,000);  and  the  death- 
rate  very  low.  Maternal  mortality  gives  one  death  from 
puerperal  causes.  The  infant  mortality  rate  yields  the 
low  figure  9*3  per  1,000  births.  Notifications  of  Infectious 
Disease  are  exceptionally  low,  namely  21. 

Much  of  the  matter  in  the  Report  has  been  prepared  by 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  G.  Kent). 

I am  greatly  indebted  for  valuable  assistance  to  both 
Mr.  Kent  and  Mr.  Helmer  (Additional  Sanitary  Inspector).

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Water. 

There  have  been  no  new  sources  of  public  water  supply 
provided  during  the  3^ear. 

Extensions  of  the  Council’s  water  main  during  the  year  amount 
to  some  2f  miles  of  new  main  which  includes  extensions  at  Cinder 
Hill  and  Chailey  Lane,  in  the  Parish  of  Chailey  ; Gallybird  Road, 
Mill  Lane  and  Church  Road,  in  the  Parish  of  Barcombe  ; Newick 
Housing  Site ; St.  Helen  Road,  in  the  Parish  of  Plumpton  ; and 
East  Chiltington  Lane. 

Close  co-operation  exists  between  the  Water  Engineer  (Mr. 
R.  P.  Cheale)  and  the  Health  Department  regarding  the  quality 
and  purity  of  the  water,  and  monthly  samples  are  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination. 
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The  following  is  the  Analyst’s  report  for  November,  1938  : — 
Taken  from  the  tap  at  The  Cottage,  Allington  Crescent,  Newick.

The  organisms  per  ml.  which  grew  on  nutrient  Agar  in  three 
days  at  room  temperature  under  aerobic  conditions  and  were  then 
visible  to  the  naked  eye  as  colonies  numbered  5. 

On  Agar  at  blood  temperature  and  under  aerobic  conditions 
two  colonies  were  noticed  after  two  days’  incubation. 

Examination  for  organisms  of  the  Coli  group  gave  entirely 
negative  results  in  100  ml. 

Report. 

This  water  is  very  satisfactory  bacteriologically  and  as  sub- 
mitted it  is  perfectly  safe  for  drinking  purposes. 


Constant  inspection  of  other  sources  of  water  supply  is 
maintained  and  76  samples  of  w’ater  from  private  and  public 
wells  were  submitted  for  analysis,  with  the  following  results : —

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Ringmer  Water  Supply. 

A Survey  of  the  water  supplies  to  the  Parish  of  Ringmer  was 
carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector 
during  the  year  and  a detailed  report  on  the  findings  was  presented 
to  the  Council  in  September.  The  report  concluded  as  follows  : — 

“ From  the  above  facts  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to  show  that 
“ Ringmer  has  need  of  a public  supply  and  we  recommend  the 
“ Council  to  consider  the  question  of  extending  their  mains  to 
“ serve  this  parish.” 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  have  been  no  sewer  extensions  during  the  year. 

The  proposed  schemes  (i)  for  the  sewering  and  treatment  of 
sewerage  for  Ditchling  and  neighbouring  parishes,  and  (2)  for  the 
sewering  and  treatment  of  sewerage  for  Kingston,  Rodmell  and 
Iford  in  conjunction  with  the  Peacehaven  scheme,  have  received 
further  consideration. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

Attention  is  being  given  to  the  pollution  of  streams  by  drain 
discharges  from  dwelling  houses  and  farm  buildings. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  no  closely  built  up  areas  in  the  district  where  the 
conservancy  system  remains.  Among  rural  workers’  cottages  pail 
closets  predominate.  Some  privies  still  exist,  but  are  being 
systematically  eliminated. 


Public  Cleansing. 

A once  fortnightly  collection  of  house  refuse  throughout  the 
district  is  maintained  by  means  of  two  lo-cubic  yard  motor  vehicles. 
The  additional  motor  vehicle  now  replaces  one  horse-drawn  vehicle 
previously  employed. 
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Cesspool  Emptying  Service. 

This  service  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily.  The  demand 
for  the  use  of  the  machine  is  still  increasing.

Where  infestation  is  discovered — disinfestation  is  carried  out 
by  the  Council  by  spraying  and  chemical  fumigants. 

In  certain  cases  inspection  of  furniture  and  the  dwelling  houses 
of  applicants  for  Council  houses  is  carried  out  before  removal.

Officer  of  Health,  accompanied  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
Milk 

Routine  inspection  of  cowstalls  made  excellent  progress  during 
the  year,  281  inspections  being  recorded.  Forty-one  cowstalls  and 
dairies  were  either  re-built  or  re-conditioned  and  a good  programme 
of  reconstructions  is  in  hand. 

Great  attention  is  being  paid  to  clean  milk  methods  and  it  was 
found  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  against  one  milk  producer 
who  refused  to  respond  to  informal  requests  in  improve  his  methods 
of  production.  A conviction  on  three  accounts  was  obtained 
against  him. 
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Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  19  slaughter  houses  in  the  district,  which  are 
scattered  over  a considerable  area.  Three  of  these  are  engaged  in 
the  wholesale  trade,  the  remainder  being  attached  to  local  butcher 
shops,  consequently  meat  inspection  claims  a large  proportion  of  the 
time  of  the  department  and  entails  a great  amount  of  travelling.
